The information received by the Lord William Disnlinck^ 
atj^ting that two of the enemy’s cruizers had appeared olT 
the Coast of Sumatra, appears to haj^e been anticipated by 
Ilis Majesty’s Squadron. The Sir fVancis Drakej which 
sailed in company with the Admiral from Madras Hoads 
oil the 1st current, had, we understand, proceeded di- 
rect to that quarter ; — and the Models Frigate, aiul liur^ 
f'acmula Sloop of war, which sailed on tlie same day, wore 
also appointed to sweep the West Coast.

Certain Arabs and others, inhabiting Uie coniifry 
about iinsheer, having thrown oli* their allegiance to tlio 
Khiin’s government, Ihe Khan secretly obtained an aid 
of tw<» thousand horse from the l^rince of Sheera*,. 
for the purpose of redujcing them, 'I’his force ac- 
cordingly went out, and, having vmipuished the r»‘bel.s, 
brought them, in pe rson to Bunhein'.* There tln*y were 
detained in confiitemeat, whil^ their wives and children, 
were sent to Shecraz. 

A ship of war (meaning the Cornelia) has arrived at 
Bombay from the Cape of Good Hope, and has broiighr 
with her 15 Arab jascars.

of Atta Mahomi#ed>, return to his allegiance. The li- 
beration of the Prince Munsoor is confirmed; with the 
addition, |thiit a Cashmerian force had proceeded with hin^ 
to Peshour, in aid of the Padshah. ^ 

Mahomed Shah remained at thp city of Cabul ; while 
■Khamran and Fntteh Khan, with the army, had tak^n up 
a position 30 miles in advaneg,* They were distressed 
for money however ; and report says, that they were pre- 
aently about to return. Futteh Khan, ii\ the mean time, 
had carried his exactions to such an extent, th^t near 
5 lacs of. rupees had been raised from the ryots, — who 
atarmed by these extortions, were flying from the country 
ill every direction.

to* the •office of Vizier. Tile latter had fallen under the 
displeasure^ in c.^e<j,ueuce of hi^ having quitteft 
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the armvprctious to the action with the Cashmerians, 
and having left Munsoor there alone to conduct its operaf

By letters from Taheoran of a l^te^date, vre have re- 
reived the satisfactory assurance, that, the inflnence, which 
the French have been so lung labouring to establish in the 
Court of Persia, is now entirely exlingiirshecl.

The accounts, which we have received since our last, res- 
pecting the affairs of Cabul, are more than usually vague 
and inconsistent. It appears however sufficiently evident, 
that both the parties, who are now contending for the pos- 
session of that monarchy, are extremely destitute of means, 
and experience very great difficulties, in the equipment of 
their respective forces. The ukhbars say expressly, that 
Mahmood’s affairs were not in a condition to permit of his 
accomplishing his projerled mardli to Poshour; and that 
Sr^ojah was equally unable to ^‘ffeetthe expulsion of his ri- 
val from Cabul. VVe still hear however of the gradual ad- 
vance of the rebel army from the capital: while the troops 
of Soojah are said to have made two marches onwyard from 
Peshour. The Padshah himself remained, at the date of the 
last accounts; but wouhl shortly follow them. 

A division of Atta Mal.omnied Kltan's forces, amoutitiAg 
to 8000 men, is said to have marched from Cashn^cre, to- 
wards Attock : — but, whether with the view of co-operating 
'-withlMalunood, or of giving •succour to Soojah, does not 
laeipr dearly a^ipear. Abdul Guffoor Khan with a dlvt^idn

• Runjeet Sing has ffone in person, with the greater part 
of his forces, against Kliote.hangra. He set out froqi 
UmruUsir on the Mh ultimo, attended only by a 
slight guard of horse, and aVrived at Battala on the fol- 
' lowing day, after a march of 32 miles, On the 7th he pro- 
ceeded to Mozah Cl humid, a place about 80 miles from 
Umrut-sir: and, accoi'ding to substqiieqt accounts, he 
afterwards advanced teu piiles further, aqd t<»pk up a po. 
sition near Palman-Wote, Uis principal Sirdars', with their 
respective followers, were in full march to the general ren- 
dezvous at Jlurreepoor. Mean while, ife had left (Hiarruk 
Sing in charge of the Fort and City of Uinrut-sir ; and 
bad directed Dei Sing, with bis poiyer^ to proceed 
Mooltan, 

It would appear, that, on the rapid approach of Riin- 
jeet’s army, the resolution of Rajah Suiisar-Chiipd hai^ 
failed him. That chieftain had himself invited the Seiks, 
to < nter his country and deliver it from the oppressions qf 
the Gorugs, under a promise of delivering up his fort of 
Khote-kangra as the "^reward of their services. Finding 
lh!s invitation bowei^er so readily accepted, he )>egan to 
suspect the sincerity of Rupjeet’s designs. In this st8ta 
of mind, he is said to have^ntorod into an agreement with 
the Gofugs, by which he bound himself to surrender the 
fortress to them after an interval of 22 days, provided « 
the V would leave the rest of his possessions itnnioUsled. 
lje*l«mfvelf, ip the mean time, removed to another strong, 
hold ip the neighbourhood ; and conveyed Ins ivomen ar^d 
to the tort • of Tibbia. After a short interval, 
mind ap^ i'ars to have ^.changed a second tithe, f ahdy

Lutchman Dowah, late chieftain of Adjyghur, whosa 
fiimily was so barbarously butchered, a short time ago, by 
the hand of his father in law, lias arrived, we understand^ 
within these few 3ay«, at the Presidency. — Conceiving 
himself aggrieved by the measnres adopted against him, it 
appears, that he made his escape from Banda, with the 
intention of proceeding hither, and laying his complaint 
llicfore the Supreme Government. There is reason to be- 
i^*ve, tjiat, down to the period of his arrival in Calcutta, 
he was wholly ignorant of the fata! catastrophe which his 
flight from Buiidelcund had occasioned.

Nonrn.wEST fuontikr. 

Since the late extension of our military frontier to the 
baiihs of the Sntledge, public cmiosity luis been attracted 
in a more than ordinary degn*e, to the countries sihia(4‘d 
on fhe north-west borders of liindoostan. The following 
short account therefore of the pr^^sent condition of the 
town of LjM>deauTKiN^ and of tin* ne\e cantonments esta- 
blished there, may not he n nacre ptable to many of oiir 
rf»aders. — It is taken from the nanative of a correspon- 
dent. 

Loodeaiinah must formerly been a placo of some 
•• seat of an jiuh pendant chief, situated 

on the high road from J>elhi to Lahore, and complete- 
ly commamiing the passage of the Sutledge, by v\ Inch 
the extensive trade with ('ashmere, Mouifari, «kc. fg 
carried on ; it possessed every advantago which situati- 
on could bestow, and could hardly^fail to rise and ilou, 
^^*risli, under a gootl government. Its downfal has been 
‘‘ great. The Sutledge left it about dO years ago, shiltinjr 
its bed to the distance of about four ijiUes, From liiac 
► time, it began to dwindle, and has ever since continu- 
od to decline ; till it Jms at length become a poor in, 
considerable town, well uigh destitute of inhabiuiita. 
•From the superior style of building ubservable^in many 
of the houses, we have still however sulheient evi, 
fleifc^ .of its former opultpici^mid poprlousness. And, 
its jjrcseut conditiou ^will exti^o kts wuadei’, wJieu 
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it is consider^^d, t!iat, dnrina; th^ period of its de- 
dine, it has been repeatedly attaclied, taken, and 
completely plundered. The last occasion of this 
sort, was about nine years a^o ; when the 

chief to whom it belongs, quarrelled with the famous 
maraudei* Bunga Siug of Tenasser, (a place between 
“ Karnaul and Pnteallah,) who is the terror of all the 
tribes on this side of the Sutledgc, This chieftain, in 
one of his rounds, attacked and completely rilled Loo- 
^ deaunah. 

‘‘ On an eminence, at the western cKtremity of the 
town, stands the Fort, a work built of pucka materials, 
but of no considerable strength. It was delivered over 
to us on our arrival here* and lia^ since undergone a 
pretty thorough FiT^****. Its defences have been greatly 
improved ; and perhaps as much done, upon the whole, 
towards rendt^riiig it a place of strength, as in the nature 
«« of things M?a!> practicable. It is now almost ready for 
occupation ; and, with a well-provided garrison df Bri- 
tish trdops, will bid defiance to the attacks of any Na- 
live power. It will be a valuaWo place of depot, for 
the supply of our armies, in case of their bc ii^g called, 
at auy future p<‘riod, to act on any of the lines of de- 
fence between that frontier and the At lock. 

*‘‘Our cahtoniijeuts run out from the Fort, along a deep 
sandy flat. Their left flank is thrown as near to Olm wafjS 
** as the nature of th^ground will permit : while the right 
extends t6 the distance of about 2000 ^ards ; — the 
whole being within the long range of our twelve-poiin- 
ders, and consequeutly under the protection ol tbo 
ramparts. We haVe had great diiiicullies to encounter, 
in collecting materials for our huts. At length, howt^eV, 
<< nearly all the Oflicers,. have got under cover. And, 
never perhaps was there a greater variety of tastes di^. 
played, than hi the arrangement and construction of 
|lieir dwellings. It appears, aaif each had set out with 
'a determination of* differing from the plan of his neigh- 
boifr.« The spot, at the same time, is favoured in a * 
remarkable degree by nature, which has given a dis- 
5^ position to tim whole, jhat no human artifice, giuld ao 
supplied. 
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The climate hero, some time ajEfo, iras delightful: 
but now, owin^ principally <0 local ci rcii instances, it 
is one of the Tilest that ever man experienced. Not 
a day pissos, without one or two NorOuwesterwS, which 
bring along with them clouds of dust, and frequently 
leave us woful specimens of their cifects.*' 


Early in the course of last month, a party from Colo- 
nel Ochterlony’s Detachment had a skirmish with some of 
the people of Runjeet’s Tannah, at one of the Seik village* 
on this side of the Sutiedge. The latter not only refused 
to supply our troops with forage, but actually fired upon 
them. The party was in coiisit»qttence detained a w hole night 
before the place. 1'hcy received, in the mean time, a rein- 
forcement from Camp, and were preparing to assault the vil- 
lage, in case the gates should not be opened at day-break. 
Iliinj€et\s people, however, had taken advantage of the 
dusk to maktt their escape, and ini the morning the gate* 
were thrown open. — One man and several horses belong- 
ing to our party ^erp wounded ; but no lives were lost. 


By letters from Loodcaunah of the 15 lh ultimo, we learn, 
that one of the men, who deserted from His Majesty’s 
17 th Regiment, when they were out on service in Sirliiud, 
Aad com<* into cantonments a few days before, and deli- 
vered himself up. The condition* in which he arrived, 
was most humiliating : and the treatment, which he had 
experienced from the period of his departure from the 
British Provinces, will prove, we trust, a salutary lesson 
to others. He came in, perfectly^naked ; — having been 
colnpletely plundered and stripped by the country-people, 
of his clothes and every rhing belonging to him. Hi* 
own account is, that h^, had separated from his regiment, 
* one day when he was a little tipsy, and bad never after- 
wards been able to rejoin it. From^tbat time fortli, he^had 
been wandering among the hills ; where he had left other* 
of his comrades, in, the same condition, disperive.d either 
lingly or in parties of two. each. One of them had been 
ciu down, at the entrance of ga village. He himself had 
received an oiler of 30 Rupees per month, to enlist with ^ 
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Native cliifftain : but his anxiety to return to his Rogi- 
mciit was such, that he had refused to accept it.

Goi>d f ortune or Fora, instead of being a small inslaud, as re* 
meiculediti the modem charts, with its noi tnern OEtreinity hi 
lat. 1 56 8. the true latitude of this extreme, is, 0 56 S. it 

being of great extent, projecting oue degree more, to the uoith- 
llbrd tha^ placed on those charts. 

M. i)e ilpres, in his Neptime Oriental, published in 1775, hall 
laid down the norther ' extremity of the abovementioned islancf, 
iu iai. 1 2 S. which is emty 6 mtJesto the southward of its (roe 

stluatioa j it seems therefore, that nearly a degree of latitude 
iias been tahen from it by modern hydrograpLers with<^ub,gwt^i|l 
authority. 

Captain W^ektead leB Bencoolen iu theAlfrud^ fiSdOctobei^ 
1807, bound to China by Malacca .Strait ; having a nejp chart 
pf Ibis rsiaud, and West Coast of huiuatra. and thh wind being 
iroiu the southward* i^e steered aking the enaat^ itit^dtiig to 
put through the large channel deliucaled OH the charts^ between 
the island Good fortune and Almton.

The Lord Minfo has brought round from Malacca, sei 
veral Native mariners of that place, together with a yonnjf 
F.t'rnpeari seaman, wdio are to be trietl at the Court of Ad-t 
miralty here, on a charge of Piracy. They belonged t<) 
the crew of the Brig J/rdaccit, which they carriedT some 
time agf> out of Pontiana roads (their Commandar being 
thfn on store.) with the intention of proceeding to Java. 
Fortunately hov* ever they lost their way, and, falling iti 
with a Malay boat at sea, one half of the mutineers, anici^ 
ous to avail thetnf elves of the opportunity of retdtning, set 
upon the other half, and forced them to assist in re.coTi^ 
ducting the brig to Malacca. There was Ho bloodshed 
whatever, od the occasiod; 

By letters of the 29th of Jude And the 2hl of Jdly, front 
the gentlemen of Mr. Filphiiistone’s suite,' we It^arn, that 
the Cabul mission is now on its final return to the Compa* 
nyls Provinces. 1'he Embassy quitted I^^shoiir on the 
14th of June, and crossed the plain between that city and 
Aiioc in four marches.

Snbseqnent advices howet^r, we are extrewety sorry to 
iiay, give glNSilfid to believe', that a general action had after, 
wards beta fought at Futteabad, (a place about 10 or 13 
tasB beyond' Jelktkbad,3r in which action, the dmall army of 
the Padshah bad sustained a signal defeat. Ih'ith rerpret to 
particulars, the accounts are much too vague, to enliilena 
to speak with any confidcage.

^ Ills Majesly^s Frigate Cornelia arriverl in Madras Ronds 
OH the morning of the 23d of July, having been ehased 
on the 1611 t of the same months by two large Fiviuh 
Frigates and a Corvette, between Atdieen and the .\iro- 
bars. The Cornelia inimr dialely put to f.ea ag;ji»i in com- 
pany with i\\o Pkwton^ (which had arrived at Madras the 
preceding evening,) in quest of the I'ncmy. 11 is Kxrellon- 
c} ilear- Admiral Drury went in person, on the Ph(efon. 

Ills Majesty’s Ships Russel and Clorinde had sailed from 
Madras, soaie days before for Trincomalee. 


From the report brought to Madnuj hy the Cornelia^ 
we are led to conclude, that, aft A tin? capture of the 
Indiamen, the FrencB Frigate Caroline liati joined the 
Cauffonicr and , Imuret lately erwizing off tlH‘ coast of 
Sniliatra, and that the throe ships were prosecuting their 
depredations in concert.^The Cornelia fell in with the 
squadroti, while on her voyage to Foiiaog, whither sin 
was proroeding, for the purpose of giving convoy to the 
trade detained at that island. Finding that she had com. 
plotoly the advantage of all tire enemy’s vessels in point 
of saUing, sire remained in cotnpaliy with them for the 
space of 10 houis^ irr the hope of an opportunity to 
attack Uw;m separately. During part of this time, she 
■was mui rmre ihan three miles distant from them. 

A l^tachment of the Bundelcnnd army, conaisting of 
of Cavalry, three Companies of t^|^th Light

subject of the late events in CabuK It only remains 
therefore, that we should fulfil the promise given in our 

1 'St, of laying before our readers such particulars relative 
to the return of the Embassy, as have come t(| our • 
know ledge. 

The trad of Country, passed by Mr. Elphinstone and 
his suite, in their journey from Peshour to Attoc, is about 
45 miles in extent. For twcnty.fi ve miles on this side of 
Peshour, the face of the landscape presents one nnifom 
and level plain, beautifully verdant, occasionally inters- 
persed with trees, and divided by the Cabul river, which 
hows towards the Indus in a rapid stream, about 200 
yards in breadth. The latter part of the road leads over 
a barren and stony tract, gnd, at <fne place, for about 

2 miles and an half, through a pass extremely steep and 
rugged. The summit of one of the hills in this neigh-t 
hourhood, commands a prospect magnificent beyond des- 
erJ^jtion. ^mong other objects, the great Indus is seen 
to the North East, expanded over a sandy bed from 
two and an half to three miles in extent, and divided 
by the undulations of that bed into numberless smaller 
streams This aspect it continues to preserve, until wUhict 
a mile of the fort of Attoc, where, just as it receives <he 
waters of the Cabul river, it is compressed into one com- 
pact and , fathomless torrent, 260 yards Jn width^ and 
gushing between high and abrupt banks of daTk.grey 
schistus, dtoBounted by lofty hills or rocks of the samo 
com|>ostioiy 

The fortress of Attoc was buiUby (hn Emperor Akbar, 
as *a barrier against the incursions of the . Afghans. It 
is of an irregular, oblong shape, about hiHf a mile in 
Length by a quarter of a mile in breadth , and is situated 
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on iho face of a nipgod and extensive hill^ with its narrow 
extremily projoctiiifr to'vards the Indns, A bastion, 35 
feet ifi height, forms the southern and most prominent 
angle, and the top of this bastion, during the high floods, 
!<; washed by the waters of the river. The garrison of 
this stronghold, when visited by the Embassy, consisted 
of no more than one solitary horseman and 33 foot-sol. 
dkrs. The town of Attor is sittiated imuiedhitely below 
the Fort : — it is very mikiU, and principally inhabited by 
boatmen and their families. AH the houses in the fort 
of Attoc are bomb-proof ; and it is considered by the 
people of the country as a place of great consequence. 
From the circumstance of its never having been attacked, 
they infer, that it must be impregnable. In truth, how- 
ever, it is a yilace quite incapable of resisting any thing 
like a regular attack ; and only formidable against the 
operations of an Asiatic power. 

The scenery about Attoc is crowned hy successive ranges 
"of lofty hills, extending far and wide, to the south and 
west, on both sides bf the Indus. I^yom Attoc up to the 
fountiiln-bead, the river bears the pame of Aba Sein, or 
Parent River. At it assumes the name of the 

place; as it does also again lit Noelab, an ancient town 
about Wiven coss below Attoc. It preserves the 'same 
deep, narrow, r^ipid form, through a tract of (30 miles, 
until it reaches K ala- Baugh, whore it again divides, j^d 
spreads its fructifying streams o^er all the adjac^ent plains. 
The Indus breaking over the huge rocks at Attoc, pro- 
duces a sound like the roaring of the ocean ; and the large 
quantity of grey sparklidg sand continually swept down 
by the torrent imparts an uniformly turbid appearance to 
Its waters. 

On the Afghan side of (he river, opposite to Attoc, 
there stands a small ghurree or fort, called Khyrabad* 
Jt was built by Nadir i$hah, as a defence gainst the 
lliiidoostannces. 

When the Embassy arrived at Khyrabad,* Ihey found 
only twelve boats attached to' the ferry ; so that two en- 
tire cigys were consumed in conveying their baggage to the 
opposite sidci At first, the Ketlafular of Attoc shewed some 
algm bf jealousy ; and the troops and baggage were can- 
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spquently conducted up the steep, by a very narrow and 
ringed pathway slijrting the outer wall of tlie Fort. The 
])a,*(y <of>k lip their, * 4 ? round oil the eastern bank, at the 
foot of a hill, two miles above Attoe. There they halted 
for the spare of two days ; exposed all the time <0 a scorch- 
ing wind, which blew night and day without inteimission 
from the East and South, and was so extremely oppressive, 
that hardly any of the party had an hour’s repose deriiig 
their stay. This heat contiuiitMl, though not with the same 
intensity, until they reached their ground, in the plain of 
JIussin Ahdal, where they were at length relieved by a re- * 
freshing shower, followed by a delightfully cool breeze. 
Their camp at Ilussin Abdal, was pitched in a most pic- 
turesque spot, surrounded on every side by lofty mountains, 
and abounding in dear rivulets well r<‘plcnished with fish, 
and in gardens, little iiidi-bled to culture indeed, but pro- 
ductive and luxuriant. This place, though only five long 
inarches distant from Cashmere, maintains no commercial, 
or other intercourse with that celebrated region.

It was not expected iudeod 
that they *.li()iild have ptil in there, unless constrained by 
circunistances of distress, and litllp doubt therefor^ was 
entertained of their safety, 

A rich Bengal ship of JJOO tons burthen, taken during 
the prr'ceding year l)y one of the criiiV-ers from the 
Mauritius^ h stated A have been subsequently recap- 
tured, under the name of the Tilsit^ by one of our 
ships on that station, and sent into the Capo of Good 
Jlope. — Other advices, we understand, niCMition the re- 
r^oturo of the ship Abcnfdr of lijis port. But, whether 
the accounts allude to t\yo dilfercnt vessels, or to the 
same ship under district names, we have not the means 
ofjudging. ^ 

Jt has been confidently stated, on tho atithority of verbal 
information brought by the Lad‘j Castlcred^h from St. 
Helena, that the two ships of war belonging to tho 
station, which arrived at, th«it island on the 5th of . 
June, were then in quest of the Boulo:^ne French F rigate, 
which, according to certain riinjours accredited at Rio 
Jan<‘iro, had captured three English IndLimenofr the Cape 
of Good Hope, From this circumstance, a very pleasing

The season for manufacturing Indigo in these Provinces 
now is nearly at a close ; and, the various reports received 
from tlie did'erent plantations may enable us to form a 
pretty correct judgment of the prospects which it holds 
out to the cultivators. The whole produce of the year^ 
we understand, is not likely to exceed one fourth, or at 
most one third of the average produce of ordinary seasons. 
Throughout Jessore, and in general all the lower districts 
of Bengal, the hopes of the Planter have been completelj 
blasted, by the inundation of his fields and the entire de. 
struction of his crop. At some of the factories, not even 
a single maund has been made ; and at all, the produce has 
fallen short of the estimate, in a lamentable proportion. 
The accounts from Tirhoot, and other parts of Behar 
are more favourable. According to letters from Rung- 
poro, the planters there expect, ,on the whole, to get 
through the year, without loss. And, in the Benares 
district, the crops have been generally productive. 

Notwithstanding however this extraordinary deficiency 
in the returns of the year, Indigo still continues a mere 
drug in the Calcutta market. The reports from Europe 
aie so unpropitious, that, from being the most profitable, it 
lias become the most hazardous medium of remittance. 
The failure of the planters therefore is less to be regretted 
now, than >|i||uld have been at any former period. In 
the present of the relations of the United States with 
the European continent, Indigo is not likely to be an ar. 
tide in deraaud with the American traders who may t;ome 
to this port; and any considerable addition to the stock 
now in hand at home, would oi|||r . be productive of the 
most ruinous depreciation. If war, continues, the evil, 
beyond question, must sooner or later fall on the planters, 
who (as ill all such cases) have been tempted to extend 
their calUvation, iu a proportion never warranted by the 
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of tho and at a limp when the access to that 

ti^arket is obstrucled in a uiaiiner heretofore unexampled.

The 
Governot in Council was induced to f ermit it to pats without the 
ferious notice wbicfa it appeared to demand by a confidence in the 
, dilcipltne of the Army, aud a perfuafion that the obje£ltoriable paf* 
fage in the htemoiial wpre inttdverienily and URintcfitionally intrq* 
duced. 

The fubfeqiien^ cenduA of the Commander in Chief forced the 
Government to vindicate its authority by a fignal exsniple of |m« 
eilhmenc. It wai w^il kfg>wn to the Comyany*i Officers* that the 
whole of this proceeding was referred to the Supreme Goveiomeutp 
and the authorities m Europe ; that it would receive from iheir wif. 
dom a decifion conformable to the foondell principles of reafon and 
jiiflice^ and that its difeuffion could not belong to the cognizance 
of the Army, who precluded from becoming a delfbcrative body.

feprelTedt produce the moft fatal confequcnces lu the couflituiiori and 
anthority Of the Government and the tnterefis of the nation, Na 
means compatible with the honor and aufhori'y of the Government 
have been omitred to recal the Company’s Officers to a fenfe of 
their duty as Soldiers, and of their allegiance as Biitifti SubjeAs ; the 
forbearance difplayed by the Government under circum (far. ces of 
aggravated indignity, demon (Irate tite ratisfa6lion with which it would 
liave regarded any difpolition on the part of the Company's Officers 
idmapifeft the ufual obedience required from all Soldiers. No di(^ 
l^fition however of chat nature has appeared ; on the contrary chofe 
facers, by a fyflematic courle of ag^reffion and inftibordioatioii 
have forced the Government to adopt meafures of, the moft decided 
stature for the fupport of its authority. ’ 

The Governor in Council would be guilty of a sRoft criminal de* 
Icrtton of his duty, and the caufe of his country, if he were culpable of 
confirming the evils of feditioii and mutiny, by a fubtniffion to the 
memcesoTa body of men placed by the law under his Govern^ 
smnt. Such a courfe of proceeding would proflrate (he aitthoritv 
the Stale before a difaffedted and feditious ta£lion> it would ef** 
fedoally incapacitate this and every Succeeding Govertunent front 
cxecutiiy the fun^lions of Adminiftraiion, and would be fa^al to 
she prol^rrty of the cmrhre m India, by affording an example of 
fucceftfiiil oppofitfon to authority ; and by weakctiing the' power and 
digoitp ^ Government which in this country are pecttltarlv dfen. 
thu to ils exifience. Influenced by thefe conli derations, iKe Go* 
tpernov in Council has confidered it to be his facred duty, to refit 
every appearance of cpncrffion to the ibrears of ioiubordinadoti and 
fa£liou» and to employ the powei: and means at the Hifpofal of ibe 
Govenimcnc for the reflorarion .W , dtfctpline, and the maintenance 
of its honor and authority.

The fprtreif caTle^d Malliah, twelve cofs from Moorvee ^ 
(In the province of Kautyawan, fituated near the fea, up the 
gulph of Kuteb)! had long been the refidence of one of thofe 
independent petty chiefs^ whofe predatory exenrfions were 
peculiarly obtiottioiis to the native powers. He had beea 
repealedly attacked by thenif and had been uniformly fo 
fortiiiiate, either from the defjperate refifienee he made, or 
the incapacity of thofe who endeavoured to reduce him, at 
to repel their attacks ; and had confequendy grown up into 
a degree of infolent fccurity, which led him to many excefiht: 
in the neighbourhood, and taught him to underrate tho: 
irrefiftghle power ef the Britifh Indian army., 

Decifive meafures therefore became abfolutely neceflary^^ 
and a detachment, under the command of lieut. col. Walker^ 
was ordered to march towards the fortrefs of - Malliah^ whete 
they arrived on the morning of the 7tb ultimo, and havinw 
vecoiinoitred the ground, took a poficion on tl^ fouth-eaft 
face.

Reports of a less agreable nature, with respect to the 
fefato of allairs at the station of Seringapatam, were yes- 
terday brought to tow n fiy the Comniaiider of the ship ^Ir/- 
ventnre^ which sailed from that Prosidimcy on the 23d ul- 
timo, ami avrivt^l In the river 00 Friday. The details, wo 
understand, are contained in a IMadras newspaper, wlucU 
Captain Rowe left on board his vessel, aiul will probably 
Le given to dlie public in the course of this day or to. 
morrow. ^Teanwhile, we forbear entering in them. It 
may be sunicient to state in general^ that an attempt of o- 
pen violence had been completely suppressed and overpow- 
ered by the Force stationed at that capital under the com- 
mand of Colonel Davis, consisting of His Majesty’s BOtli 
Regiment <^f Foot, the 25tli I dght Dragoons and the My- 
sore horse in the tcrvice^t^f the Rajah.

derable amount in the Calcutta OlTices, had been cap- 
tured off TuUasamoy by a Grab Privateer. Two Ameri- 
can Ships had experienced the saiye fate. And, the 7./«- 
dy William Bentinck^ bound from hence tp Bencoolen, 
Jiad narrowly escaped from two French Ships of War^ 
as she was entering Padang Roads, about the middle of June, 
The H, C. ship Lord Casthreagh., accompanied by the

The !L C. ships Earl Spencer Nonarch ^ and Lord

At the date of thefe advi- 
ces, no Icfs than fifteen veflels for Bengal are ftated tohavt 
been in a forward Hate of equipment ; and the gieater part 
of them may be expected in the river, about the middle of 
the cunent month. « 


The heads of intelligence from Penang, brought to ChiU 
tagong by the Feftks, hive already appeared. We fubjoin 
the following extraft of a letter from the ifland,— ihoujgh it 
contains but little addidoaal information. 

Penang, i5th July, 1809. 

The Bombay Fleet for China* under convoy of the 
Deda^gnepfe^ arrived on the 21ft June, and failed again 
on rhe 3d July. 

Difpa#chc8 went off on the 14th ultimo, to the Admu 
ral at Madras, acquainting him with our fituation : and, 
we are in great hope of having a convoy ere long. There 
aie here likcwife, waiting convi y for Bengal, — the Nanej^ 
Grab , — Fame Brig,— and Ceres^ The Nancj hat 
been here Uj>wards of three months. 

On Saturday evening laft, arrived here the Fleet of

Yilter found them all three at anchor, near Achrcn. It it 
ftated, that (he fold the American fhips to the King of 
Acheen, from whom they were aftcrwarck re-parchafed by 
their comma ndere and brought back to Penang* 

The tranfporu from Madras, h.^ving a detachment of the 
Beilgftl. Marine Regiment on board, arrived at Penang early 
in }one« They hed not touched at Bencoolen^ as wa# 
expeded. 

It appears, that, for fome tim^ previous to the arrival 
of the Caukusgh and dfeisr/f from rort Marlborough, very 
ferious apprehecflons for the fafty of thefe vefTels had pre- 
vailed at Penlpag* 

In confequcnce of the prefence of the enemy** cruizer* 
in the neighbourhood of the ifland, an embargo had fubttfted^ 
in the port of Penang ever iince the beginning of April* 
^d, with the exception of the dlfperfed fndiamen of the 
homeward-bound Fleet#, and of the Diuna Brig of war, there

The ftory can be looked upon in nqr 
other light than th^t of a fa^irication ; as, we learn from 
thi Bombay newfpapsrs, thit His Mdjefty^s Ship Leo/a 
lately arrived at that F^^efidency, had parted from the 
blockading fqiiidron fo late as the t6th ot Joly, at which 
time the Rellona (lately arrived from Fran^ w‘th the 
Canttomer and Lautd^ were the only veflels ^pkhe harbour 
of Port Louis. We may obferve indeed, that there is a 
ConifadiAion in the fiaiement irfelf ; Admiral Scrcey having 
retired from the Navy fome years ago and become a fettlec 
at the Hie of Bourbon, frooi whence it is not known tha|. 
he ever returned to Europe. •

fwept down th^pil of the adjacent fields.

A 
fumtnoiis was imniediately fent, w th an < ff r t f terms to 
l^e garnfon, on which they wert alloiscd twtni) four 
hours to conlidcr. All pro|>ofah of cipuuluion ho v vor 
ben g ablultiteiy rejedtd, Colonel Bill proceeded to tuke 
op his ground for the rtdudion of the p) ice bi foue. On 
Cho night of the aStb| the whole Krittfli tl tachmeni w la 
drawn out in {root of Bowannee. Jr confilkd of four b^r^ 
taiioni of Native Infantry^ one Regiment of NitiveCa. 
Hatry^ and 600 troopers of Skiurtei't iifega ar hoif, with 
n (hmerfol tram of Artillciy* The force of the enemy 
within the town, to whom thefe were oppc>ftd, was eftu 
fbated at about 4500 armed men. A parry was immedt* 
litely Cmt down to conttru^t batteries; and, fuch was the 
irUh which ihu duty was peiiurmedi that they 
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were ready to ( pen their fire by fix o’clock on the following 
morning. 'Two eigliteen pounders, two twelve pounders, 
and four howiraers, continued to play on the town from 
that hour until noon, when the breach v/as reported praftica- 
ble, and arrangements were immediately formed for the 
laffaulr. 

The troops appointed to this fervice moved down in two 
columns, by two dillind^ mutes, one column advancing 
from the right and the other from the left of the camp. 
The fiorining party on the right was commanded by C<i. 
lonel McGrath, and confined of the flank companies of tha 
9th, loth, and azd Regiments of Native Infantry, anti 
the battalion companies of the t^lh. I'he left column was 
compofe l of the Grenadiers and Light Infantry of the iS^h 
and 23d, and the Light Company of the 24th, under the 
command of Major Smith. Before the ftormutg parties 
could reach the wails, the defperadoes from th^' town had the 
boldnefs to faily out, and attack Colonel McGrath's 
column fword in hand* They were received with the 
VtrmoRcoolnefs by the grenadiers, who, pouring iiVa (ieady 
and deliberate fire, repulfed them wirh great flrfughter. 
The Sepoys then made their w^y into the place, by clam- 
bering over the breach and fcaling the walls, and, after 
fume further conteft, coinpleiety fuccetded in expellir^g the 
enemy. ’I'he fugitives were afterwards purfued by the 8 rh 
Native Cavalry and Skinner's Horfe, u^ho had moved down, 
ptirallel to the exterior Banks of iIk attacking columns, 
and now fpread thctnfelvcs over the plain in every dtre^ton. 

The defence altogether was coniidered to be one of the 
moB refo.'ute, within, the reconeftion of the oldefi foldiers 
of ihc detachment. By; the time the town was incur pcL 
fefiioQ, the troops had been 12 hours under arms, and very 
clotely engaged for the fpace of three houia and an half. 
The enemy left about 400 of hia men on tto plain, killed 
by the fabres of the BritiHr Cavalry. Hit emite Ia6 waa 
varioufly efiimated, at from 600 to IjOOp* On odr ^arjr,

The lofs of the Sepoy a was much Icfs feriouK, on 
the whole, than might have been expedled, confi lering the 
determined refiftance manifefted hy the enemy.— rThe killed 
and wounded altogether did not exceed 100 men, and of 
thofe the killed formed but a fmall proportion. — Bowannec, 
We underftand, was confidered as a place of fome wealth ; 
but, whether the brave aflaiUnts found that charadi^r realued 
in the fniiits of their valour, we have not yet learned. 

We detailed in oar left the principal circumftances con* 
nefted with cheprogrefs the Cabiil Embaff^ , in thrir return 
through the Punjab to the Company's Provinces.* Letters 
fince received from Loodeaunali, under date the 16th ultimo^ 
inform us, that Mr. Prefer, one of the A 0 itUnr$ to the 
miflion, had reached that ftation a few days betore, and 
proceeded without delay on his route to Delhi. lie brought 
no news whatever from the coitnuies to the norih.weft, 
Mr. filphmftoneand the red of ihf party were expededat 
Loodeaunah, about t]ie eSth.

Early in July, according to the 
rtewfpapets, that chieftain puched his camp at 
oMo^sliSorrarai^a place wilhin locpft of the capital# His 
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Sirdars, who were ftiil piuixlciing ihe territorjr of 
and rh * oiln-r R. jroot countries in ihe vicinity, had received 
ord<*t8 to j«Mn hiro, with iheir refpe<?\ive forces. The 
bro^lier of nila Rao. it is faid, had already fet out on his 
march taward'i Ajmere ] Narrain Rao (the princ'pal officer 
in the fervicc of R,»poojec Scituiia.) h id come to Surrarit 
from Sahiir, after levying a chout of 18,000 Rupees at the 
Jattfr place ; ,-»nd Capoojce himfeU was Ihortly expefted to 
follow. M can while, Dowlut Rao had direfled Bapiifle to 
march, with his power, in the direction of Kotah, — a Hate, 
which, fince his army tock the field, had remained nn^ 
mnlefied. Baptifie, according to the laft accounts, was 
encamped at Mullarcca, a* place about 60 miles from Jay. 
pore. Scindia was not expedled to continue for any length 
of time, in his pofition at Surrara. 

The laft inftalmcni of the Jaypote tribute ftill remained un- 
liquidated. ^'cindia was very urgent and inceffant in his de- 
mands, which the uhfortonate Rajah feems to have had no 
incans left of fati^sfying. . 

The uk'^bars inform us, that Nawab ^Mecr Khan, the fou 
of Shih NIzam-o.Dhceo Ahnuid, had lately fet out from 
Scindia's camp, on a political miffion to Calcutta. Pre- 
vious to his departure, he had an audience of Serndia forfe- 
vcral hours, a^nd received from him his credentials as Vakcef^ 
and letters to the Governor General. He, and the |i«ffons 
of his fuirr, were at the fame time honoured with khelauis 
from the hand of their fovereign.

BURNING OP A UINDOO WIDOW. 

An intelligent correlpondent has favoured os with the fol. 
lowing nirrative of a Suttee, which lately took plaee at n. 
great diftance from Calcutta. Ihe aggravated circumftsncea 
of horror, which attended the ceremony on this occafion, 
diftingttilh it from mod ff the Sutteet, which have been hi. 
therto defcribed, and are calculated to excite a very power* 
fill, though not certainly a very plcaftng intereft, in the 
minds of our resders : 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE HVRXARU, 

Sib, 

It is a generally received belief, that, in the Sacrifice of 
Hindoo Widows, the viAim is previbuily rendered almoft in* 
fenfible by ftupifymg and iotoxicating drugs, and that flte It, 
at all times, fufibcated by the fmoke of a rapidly eombnfti* 
ble pile, Ijifore the flames reach her body. That tfltt is aft* 
kafl not always the cafe, I have been recently a uiihiM^ 
Being informed, that a Suttee wai about to tak;^ place la tltlf 
vicinity of my Hoofe, on Monday, the sjth of iMt l|iKmii)lL 
I repaired to the fpot in company with « ftlond^ loiiiMtlilM

Ihe whole was little. If at all, longer, or broader, thm one 
of the common cots ufed by the natives* The deceafed waa 
fupDOrted in a fitting pofture by two meoi clofe to the pile, 
and Tome more billets of wood, with four or five bundies of 
dry bru(h«wood and reeds, lay ready for ufe. The whole of 
the* ceremoniis obfervetf on the occafion, were fuch as are 
nfual^ly gone tbrougbi and as have been deferihed fo often in 
lioofci* The widow waa drefled in a robe or (hfcr of bright 
ltd end had her hair hangtog loofe and diflievsihd, and 
Eatk through with many wooden combs : her forehead wai 
pnin^d with yellow ochre, or orpimenr, hnd (he had no 
other dtef* ornament whatever.

In her proctflions round the pile,' , 
fhc was fupported’ and hurried round through the croud, 
many men who held her by the arms and fhoiilders, and 
the populace give way. From this we at firil conciuded het ' 
to be intoxicated, but were afterwards convinced of our mif. , 
take, by fecinj; the tteadinefb of nerve, and pcrfe^V compo^ 
fore, with which fhe fpiinkied the corpfe of her huihnid, and 
mounted on the pile entirely unaiTilled and alortt. We {food 
within 6 or 7 feet ot the pile, ar.d could not be miftaken. 
The remaining billets of wood were now laid on the bodies, 
with a fcanty handful of dry reeds here and there. But, the 
point to which 1 wlfh Specially to draw the attrition ol'. 
your readers is, that thick itrong ropes, thoroughly foaked 
in water, were previoufly tied round the bodies of the Hr.

.tnd uniform difplay of every Military virtue htd, till this calamitous 
fcafoii, fo welljuftified, and whichlwd led me perhaps too pcrtina- 
i,ioufly, lA afenbethe prevailing diloideri rather to a paitiali than to 
3 general defeflion fiom duty. 

1 his habuuni regard for the Army of Fort Sr. George, has muchi 
embitiered the necolfitv of renouncing even for an interval, and I 
trull I mav now lay a (hort one, fentimenti which were Quet fo 
and are fliU fo grateful to my mind. 

It IS i matter ol latiifa£Itou to refleCI, that i hive yielded thefe 
vourahle impiefilons to the evidence of faRi alone, and that H has re« 
qmred thofe fcenei which iuve been aRed m open day, wiihodt efk

Ju6|ant acknowledgement of a too general participation in the late 
cnminal conffderaev, which, while it cads a wid^if flUida over the

eeffaiy vindication of Authority any point may have anfen which 
sni^ht be thought inferefitog to the Military Body at large, tlie regu- 
lar and i^ittmate recourfe to the ultimate authorities waa not ouly

From Its flerner duties I mud not enfirelv fhnnk, but if I am 
prompted, b) the beff propennties of every human bolom, to infule 
into the corre£;f ion off ubdued offences the largeft ineafuie of indul- 
gence compatible with the ends of jiidice, I (ball be but a faithful 
reprefeiuattve of our common Soveieign, aud fliall but illudrate and 
exemplify the national chara£ler of his people. To this tiuly 
Bngliih virtue I (hall appeal, tf any one Ihould think that, either 
in the gratification of perfonal feelings, or jn emulation of the cha- 
irafiferimc lenity of England^ I may nave given too wide a fcope to 
indulgence, and have done too little for ptn>iic difciphne.# 

In purfuance of theie views, the principle I have thought m) felf 
afliberty to adopt has been to limit the number of punifliments, 
flnce impunity cannot be genet al ; and to mitigate thetr degrees to 
the ntmofi extent of lenity, not entirely incompatible with the pub* 
lie good, and the indifpentible demands of jufiice.

It isncccfi'.iry iherofore to felcft from the numerous clafs already 
dricribed a iitialler number comprized within a narrow head of 
diRinHioii. 

That fclcftion is to confill of the OfTiccrs in command of Stations^ 
or bodies of troops, Coinmandams of Corps and perfons peculiarly

'rhe whole of this highly criminal and peculiarly rcfponfihle, but 
not numrrvous clafs, will moil juftly be i'ubmitied to a trial by 
Court Martial. 

But as the Courts Manial may of neccltity he bound to pafs fen- 
tences of greater levcrity than it is in contemplation to • extend with- 
out didinftion to the whole number of thr.fe fubmitted to trial, 1 
more minirc fnb dtvifion will yet be made> and the Oflicers in com- 
mand of Garrifons or confidcrablc bodies of Troops will be Qiparai* 
cd, or the grounds of higher refponilbility, from the Cummaudant of 
of Corps. The former will be fuhjeflcd at alt events to trial ; the 
latter will be allowed ihe optionof a trial 01 difmiildl from the fervice* 
In order that no anxious uncertainty may Remain concerning the 
application of thefe rules of tclcftion to individual cafes, the names 
of all the OfEcers intended for puniRtments arc expreffed in the fol- 
lowing lift.

and it invites from .thofc, who are the objc£I of it, not a fullen dif- 
cfharge of conftrained duty, but obedience which comes from the 
hewrr, and the chearful "animated fervice of cordiality, a(Fe£lioa 
and zeal. • 

' My fentiments concerning the late events have been too clearly 
pronounced to admit of an amnefty thus general being fo far mifin- 
fcrpteted as to bring in queftion the deep fenfe I continue to enter* 
tain both of the guilt and the danger of ihofe a£lion$ to which this 
indemnity is granted. It is not on a principle of juftification, but 
of pure indulgence unmized with any other confideration, that I 
have aRed on this occafion, I have recoIleQed the pronenefs of our 
* common nature to error I the dominion ov^r the paflions over rea- 
fori ; the influence of rank, authority and talents over young and 
feeble minds; the powers of contagion, and the irrefiftible torrtint 
of general example. 1 have confidered the fmall and fcarcely per^ 
ceptible degrees by which innocent men are condufled, from the 
firft flight tmnfgreffion, to crimes, the enormity of which their 
mmds would have revolted at, if prefented at onOe to their view* 
To refill thefe feduffions is the part of found judgment arid mati|]jy 
. chardfler. Such effiorti are ntou hon6rab|e to the difttngtitftied hw 
who alb gifted with the union of thefe qualities, but they are too 
rare to be required ofall;. To fuch confideraiions the extent idf 1»lB

< -Tfcc vice Prcfnlcm in Council St pleafed lo permit CiipUin 
George Herbert, of the 6th, and Lieurenant Samuel Arden, of the

It must be rccollecied also, that those who perauft fo' iudk 
practices forfeit every title both to confidence and element* 
Clemency on the late occasion has been* founded on tb|e ho|»ey 
that the return ot those who should accept pardon, to the paths ^ 
fidelity and duty, would be sincere, ancl tnat eirery pleo^e and 
every combination, that has the slightest reference to the late 
iamented period, should be dissolved and abjured for ever. To 
continue therefore, or to renew similar combinations in the very 
moment of accepting indemnity from the penalties of past 
transactions, roust he felt to be a Tiolalion of public faith and 
personal honor, enhanced by the aggravation of the deepest 
ingratitude. 

To sincere and cordial reconciliationi which authority alone 
cannot enforce, the Army caif only be invited and exhorted by 
every consideration which should infiuence their sounder reason, 
and their better feelings. But to repress every open attempt to 
obstruct the return of public harmony by putting indignity upN 
on individuals, who have the merit of an early retreat front' 
error, is « fit and indispensable object both of the vigilance and 
power of Government. 

Under these impressions, the Governor General has thought 
it a point of candour, to apprize, thus etniy, every ilUadviied 
infliviilual who might fall inconsiderately into* that snare, that 
no future example of lht'> offence can lie exempted from punish-* 
ment, and that every OfiScer accused of it shaU be brought to 
trial before a Ch>urt Martial, or if Uie peculiar circumstances of ' 
the case should render it more advisable, the charge shall h0 
submitted to the investigation of a Military Court of Enquiry 
and if established by the proceedings of the latter tribunais the
